1. On 31 January 1961 at approximately 2 000 hours, Case Officer 

l telephoned AEKELO/2 

to arrange a meeting for 1200 hours 3 February I96I. Tbe purpose of 
the meeting was to discuss Latvian matters of interest to the desk and 
to give AEKILO/2 a list of questions on Baltic matters (Att. A) submitted 
by Case Officer (LLC 1 as well as a guide to 

Observation and Reporting to assist him in connection with his work to 
debrief Latvian immigrants. 



2. *33ie Case Officer met AEKILO/2 as scheduled in the lobby of the 

Park Sheraton Hotel, 55th Street and Seventh Avenue, New York at 1200 
hours. Following an operational discussion during lunch both parties 
re s\imed their conversation at the Hotel Victoria, 51st Street and 
Seventh Avenue in Room lk-23 • The Case Officer asked AEKILO/2 to furnish 
an assessment of CL U the Latvian Minister / 

in Washington, 0.C. The purpose in raisingthis matter for discussion j 
was to ascertain AEKIL0/2 f s opinion as to the feasibility for recruiting 
cz ^ in a cover role for a KOBARK operation designed to obtain 
information from recent Soviet Latvian immigrants. The Case Officer , 
outlined a plan whereby J would invite newly arrived immigrants 
at our behest to come to Washington, D.C. with all expenses ostensibly paid 
out of Latvian Legation funds to discuss with legation personnel the 
current situation in Soviet Latvia. After greeting the arrivals and 
following a friendly exchange of words, CL _7 would then turn these 
people over to one of his subordinates, in this case a PA of the Latvian 
Desk who would undertake a comprehensive 1 debriefing. At the termination 
of the debriefing, C- would then thank the individual and express 
appreciation for his or her help in trying to aid the Latvian cause. In 
the case of those immigrants residing at a great distance from Washington 
C-~ _J would request their cooperation with one of his representatives 
traveling in their area. AEKILO/2 was quite pleased with the tentative 
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plan and felt it would be worth pursuing. In his opinion a direct 
approach to C ZJ would be the best course of action. He agreed to 
furnish a written assessment at our next meeting.
